Coloring Paper Pulp. 





By Juxiius ERFURT. 


ParRT I1.—CONTINUED. 


By animalizing mordant we designate a proc- | 
ess enabling us to lend to the fibre of linen and 
cotton, artificially, those properties which en- | 
able animal fibres to receive without prepara- 
tion a great number of dyestuffs. By means of 
the tannic acid bath vegetable fibre is rendered | 
more susceptible of absorbing the extracts of 
pigments, at the same time producing thereon | 
livelier and more durable colors. Nor is the 
affinity existing between simultaneously em- 
ployed mordants weakened in the least by this 
animalizing process. 

Nitrate of [ron.—lron mordants render the 
pulp heavier, which property, in producing black 
colors, is advantageous, for china clay, &c., | 
in absorbing too much dye, are little adapted for 
adding to the weight of pulp to be dyed black, 
while mineral black, velvet black, &c., are 
rather expensive. These specifically heavy dyes 
are, moreover, wasted in greater quantities than 
china clay, and rather affect the purity and 
depth of adjectively formed dyes, than do them 
any good. Handsomely dyed dark black paper 
generally commands a high price; consequently 
there is no occasion to use iron mordants econo- 
mieally, for all the iron there is is precipitated 
in the fibre, where it deepens the tint, and by its

old refined sheet iron. As much iron as possible 
should be used, in order to make sure that the 
pyroligneous acid is fully saturated with it.

| at an elevated temperature, darkened with 11¢ 


to 2 kilogs. of quercitron bark.

| the quercitron decoction of its tannic while 
| dyeing black with it, it should not be treated 


with lime water afterwards. Without yellow 
pigments no pure, deep black can be produced. 
Better colors are had by dyeing the half-stuff 
previously; and in doing so there isa notable 
saving of dye. I shall return to this prelimi- 
Gray, 
after the above system of dyeing, requires pro- 
portionately weaker mordants and color solu- 
tions. The solution of iron in pyroligneous acid 
appears in trade of a strength of 8° to 18° B. As 
the iron preparation is very much diluted by 
the presence in the pulping engine of a great 





weight added to the pulp pays for the paper. An 
excellent solution of nitrate of iron is produced by 
gradnally adding 15 parts of green vitriol toa 
mixture of 6 parts of water, 2 parts of sulphuric 
acid of 66° B. and 3 parts of nitric acid of 35° B. 
This should be prepared in an enameled earthen- 
ware vessel, which should only be filled with the 
solution up to three-quarters of its height. By 
throwing too much green vitriol at once into 
the mixture of acids there is some danger of 
losing a portion of the mordant by its running 
over. The adding of the green vitriol is contin- 
ued as soon as the development of gas abates a 
little. After dissolving all the sulphate of pro- 
toxide of iron, the solution is boiled with steam 
for a couple of hours, in order to complete the 
saturation by expelling the nitrous oxide gas left 
in it. As soon as the boiled solution becomes 
clarified iron fillings are added, and with them 
oxide of iron, which is thus converted into pro- 
toxide of iron. Should this precautionary meas- 
ure. have been neglected there will be found 
white precipitates on the colored paper mor- 
danted with oxide of iron. At times the pre- 
cipitates occur in so many places that a great 
deal of paper has to be rejected. These spots 
arise from neutral sulphate of iron precipitated 
from the solution in the form of a white powder. 
In order to maintain the neutral sulphate in so- 
lution, a corresponding amount of green vitriol 
is necessary; but the same lessens the solubility 
of the basic sulphate of iron, and on that ac- 
count the green vitriol is only dissolved by 
degrees. The effectual agent in the mordant is 
oxide of iron. The iron mordants of commerce 
generally contain tolerably equal quantities of 
oxide of iron and sulphuric acid, but, on the 
other hand, little nitric acid. An excess of iron 
in the production of iron mordants does little 
harm; but on employing such strong acids as, 
for example, nitric and sulphuric acids, all excess 
should be avoided, so as not to interfere with the 
molecular connection of the fibres. 

Bluish Black.—The pulp is raised to 3° or 23° 
B. by adding nitrate of iron. After the pulp 
has been in the mordant for a quarter of an hour 
the dyeing with 5 kilogs. of extract of logwood 
is proceeded with. The best brands are Du- 
bosqué’s and Langlois’ Campeachy. Before the 
coloring solution is applied there should be a ten | 
minutes’ washing. There need be no fear that | 


| deal of water, and, as of weaker solutions a great 
quantity would be requisite, so much so that the 
engine would be too small for it, the strongest 
mordants will prove the most suitable.

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Pulp Screen for Paper Machines. 





This invention relates to a class of pulp screens 
for paper machinery now in general use, in 
which metallic plates perforated with attenuated 
parallel slits are arranged in a horizontal plane 
in an open frame, to the front edge of which re- 
ciprocating vertical movements are imparted, 
in most cases, by resting upon the peripheries of 
toothed wheels, the action of each tooth being 
such as to alternately raise the screen and per- 
mit it to drop upon the next succeeding tooth, 
the continuous descents of the screen having the 
effect of precipitating the fine particles of pulp 
through the slits of the screen, leaving the ref- 
use upon the top. 

Heretofore the frame carrying the slotted 
screen-plates has been hinged at its rear side to 
the tank or box containing it, and its front side 
caused to rise and fall by the action of the 
toothed wheels before named. This restricts the 
screening action of the screen toa certain ex- 
tent, since its rear side becomes comparatively 
inactive; and the purpose of this invention is to 
increase the effective capacity of the screen by 
imparting equal vertical movements to all parts 
of it, and for this purpose the frame of the 
screen is mounted upon yielding or elastic sup- 
ports in such a manner that it is susceptible of 
bodily vertical movements, while preserving a

Solution of Iron in Pyroligneous Acid.—With | 
a mordant of protoxide of iron dissolved in pyro- | 
ligneous acid and bodies containing tannin even | 
still better results are obtained in dyeing black 
than with nitrate of iron. A solution of iron in 
pyroligneous acid is obtained by dissolving 
wrought iron in pyroligneous acid. The best 


The drawings accompanying this specification | 
represent, in Figure 1, an isometric elevation, | 


and in Fig. 2 a vertical cross-section, of a screen 
containing the improvements. 

In these drawings A represents the pulp screen 
of a paper making machine, consisting of the 
ordinary slotted plates B B, &c., secured to the 
lower part, and constituting the bottom of an 
open frame, C, the screen thus composed being 
disposed above the usual shallow tank D, from 
which the screened pulp escapes to the inner 
apron of the machine, the standards or housings 
which uphold the screen and tank being shown 
at E E, and are united by suitable tie rods F F. 

The ends of the screen frame C are supported 
upon horizontal elastic or spring burs G G, each 
of which is confined at its ends to the upper part 











of the adjacent standard, these elastic supports | 
permitting of short reciprocating vertical move- 

ments of the screen bodily with respect to the 
tank D. A second pair of elastic bars, H H, may | 
be employed, secured to the upper edges of the | 
ends of the screen frame and parallel with the | 
lower bars, the ends of this second pair of bars | 
being secured to posts a a, erected upon the stand- 


ards E E. These upper bars provide greater | 


| strength and security, as well as additional | 


elastic medium. | 

To effect the necessary vertical reciprocations 
of the screen an inclined lug or spur, }, is secured 
to the under side of each end of its frame, each 
spur resting immediately over the upper surface 
of a vertical toothed wheel, c, affixed one to each 
end of a horizontal shaft, d, arranged centrally 
below the screen and mounted in bearings affixed 
to the standards E E. 

Each wheel c has its periphery converted into | 
a series of saw teeth, e e, &c., after the manner 
of pulp screens now in common use, and these 
wheels are rotated in the direction of their ar- | 
rows. Hence, as the teeth wipe in succession 
against the lugs b 6, it follows that when in 
revolution they effect alternating or intermittent 
elevations of the screen, the descent of the latter

being effected by its own gravity and the stress 
of the elastic bars. 

In lieu of the toothed wheels acting upon 
hangers of the screen-frame to effect elevations 
of the screen, eccentrics or cranks may be em- 
ployed, secured to the shaft and connected with 
the screen frame; but in this case the descent of 
the screen would be more gradual. 

In lieu of the elastic bars adapted to constitute 
a support for the screen, the latter may be sup- 
ported upon spiral springs, either directly or 
through the agency of intervening bars; but the 
elastic bars described are preferred. 

To determine the extent of the rise and fall of 
the screen, screw-threaded rods f f are employed 
and are screwed downward through the ends of 
the screen frame, and rest at their lower ends 
upon the top of the standards E E. By lowering 
these rods with respect to the screen frame, and 
thereby raising the latter with respect to the 
teeth of the wheels c c, the extent of rise and fall 
of the screen is varied; or in lieu of these rods 
eccentrics affixed to short shafts rotating in bear- 
ings in the lower part of the ends of the frame 
may be employed to change the altitude of the 
screen, the eccentrics resting upon the tops of the 
standards. 


The inventor claims: 1. The screen as mounted 
upon an elastic support, by which it is suscepti- 
ble of rising and falling bodily while preserving 
its horizontal position. 2. The screen as mounted 
upon horizontal elastic bars, which constitute its 
support and permit it to rise and fall with a 
uniform movement. 3. The screw-rods, or their 
equivalents, in combination with the screen, the 
standards, and the toothed wheels. 4. The 
toothed wheels, or their equivalents, in combina- | 
tion with the screen, when serving to raise the | 


entire screen bodily. 5. The toothed wheels, in 
combination with the screen, and the elastic 
bars which support the latter. (234,559.)

Ventilation. 


No building in which human beings pass their | 
time should be without means of change of air. | 
In flour mills, no matter how carefully the | 
machines are cased in, there is a great quantity 
of fine flour dust floating around, and this is 
breathed in each minute by those in the mill. 
If there be some means of changing the air, the 
quantity of this fine dust is materially lessened | 
and the effect on the lungs less injurious. There 
are many systems of ventilation employed, and 
many which do not ventilate at all. It must be 


borne in mind that a system that will ventilate 
well in summer is apt to totally fail in winter, | 
because the conditions are very different. Ven- | 
tilation by keeping the air uniformly dry aids 
very much the action of the bolts. 

















The Paper Trade in the City of New York. 





[Continued. | 
Perhaps in no one thing can the progress of 
this country during the last half of a century be 
better measured than by the history of the sta- 
tionery trade. Fifty years ago the now com- 


| monplace, yet indispensable, envelope was a 


thing almost, if not entirely, unknown. At the 
present time, numerous large factories and hun- 
dreds of persons are employed in its manufact- 
ure, and the product amounts to about 7,000,000 
a day, or 2,555,000,000 a year. Still, the envel- 
ope is only a single item of the stationer’s stock 
in trade. But it is not singular in this respect. 


Then, the steel pen was hardly known; now, | 


there are at least a thousand varieties made. In 
1830, blotting paper was undreamt of, and its 
place was filled by sand; in 1881 there are ex- 
tensive mills exclusively employed in the manu- 
facture of blotting paper. In like manner, 
diaries, mucilage, and many other articles which 
constitute important items of the stationery. 
trade of to-day have come into existence during 
the period considered. 


Of course the number of houses in the business | 


has greatly increased in the same time. Proba- 
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See 


bly not more than twelve houses were in the 


business throughout the city in 1830; now there | 


are several hundred. But few, however, of the 
houses that were in the stationery business forty 
years ago are in existence to-day, and only one 
or two of these retain their original names. 

One of these latter is the house of Francis & 
Loutrel, now at 45 Maiden lane. This house 
came into existence in 1844 at 77 Maiden lane, 
but Lewis Francis, who was one of the partners, 
had started in the business for about two years 
before. Mr. Francis died in 1877, and Cyrus H. 
Loutrel, the surviving partner, has carried on 
the business since under the old firm name. 

Mr. Loutrel is a native of New York city. He 


entered the stationery business while yet a boy, | 
nearly fifty years ago, as a clerk with Edward | 


8S. Mesier, who kept in William street, between 
Wall and Pine streets, and opposite the old 
“‘Niblo’s Bank Coffee House.” It may be re- 


marked in passing that this coffee house, which 
was quite a noted public resort in its day, was | 
kept by the same man to whom Niblo’s Garden | 


owes its origin. 


But, notwithstanding his long service in the 


trade, Mr. Loutrel is, so far as activity of mind 


and body are concerned, still comparatively a | 


young man. He is a man of very pleasant man- 


ners, and is not without a certain sly humor, | 
which peeps out every now and then to give an | 


agreeable turn to conversation. 
Francis & Loutrel began as manufacturing 


stationers; have continued such to the present | 


time, and have always had their own factory. 
The manufacture of stationery consists princi- 


| pally in making blank books ; but some stationers 
include portfolios, inks and many other articles. | 


Francis & Loutrel in time extended their facili- 
ties to include all kinds of printing, and after- 


ward the manufacture of all kinds of writing | 


and copyable printing inks, as well as of a pat- 
ent composition for printers’ inking rollers. A 


very large item of their business at the present | 


time consists in manufacturing diaries. The 
factory and store are both in the same building, 
whioh is 150 feet deep and six stories high. 
During Mr. Loutrel’s connection with the busi- 
ness it has changed greatly, not only as regards 
the character of the stock carried, but also in the 
manner in which the business is done. Many 


years ago the system of long credits was follow- | 


ed with hardly an exception; now accounts are 
usually collected monthly. A catalogue, issued 
by Francis & Loutrel about 1850 is a small octa- 
vo pamphlet of 24 pages (about the size of an or- 


dinary Sunday school tract), contained a full list | 


of stationery articles of that day. The catalogue 
of the same firm to-day is at least ten times as 
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large. A leading item in this old catalogue is 
wafers, which mucilage has since almost entire- 

ly supplanted. When people first began to use 

mucilage they used to buy the gum arabic and 
prepare the mucilage themselves. Mr. Loutrel 
says that probably Thaddeus Davids was the 
| man who initiated the manufacture of mucilage 
| in this country. The idea of blotting paper, ac- 
cording to Mr. Loutrel, was derived from the fil- 
tering paper used by druggists, and what gave 
the initiative to its use was the fact that the 
sand used in drying the ink would work between 
the leaves of account books and cut them. In 
this catalogue, too, manifold paper is recom- 
mended as affording the easiest means of copy- 
ing letters. A staple article of stock in the early 
| days of the stationery trade was “ink powder,” 
and for a long time after liquid inks were intro- 
duced many persons preferred to buy ‘‘Walk- 
den’s ink powder” and make their own ink. One 
more quotation from this quaint old catalogue 
must suffice. That ancient, yet hardly vener- 
ated acquaintance of everybudy in general and 
lawyers’ clients in particular, “red tape,” is,with 

a delicate regard for the feelings of those who 

have had to brook the law’s delays, designated 

therein as ‘‘pink tape.” .

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Walls and Beams. 


| One precaution that is very seldom taken with 
| high buildings is so supporting the timbers of 
the floor that, in case they break or fall, they 
shall not pry the wall over inward, and that in 
| case they expand they will not push it over out- 
| ward. As ordinarily constructed, holes are left 
| in the walls, into which the ends of the joists are 
| set, the holes being about the size of the ends of 
the joists, so that in case the floor falls the tim- 
| bers are apt to tumble the walls inward on the 
| contents of the paudihg. inere areiwy ways 
of getting around this. One is to set the end of 
the joist upon a corbel or projection from the 
face of the wall, so that the joist clears the face 
of the wall entirely, and in case it falls it exerts 
| no influence upon the wall. The other method 
has the same object in view, and accomplishes it 
|in a simpler way. The holes made to re- 
| ceive the joists are made about twice as 
high as the joists, so that in falling 
the joist has no prying effect upon the wall. 
These remarks apply to iron as well as wooden 
beams; but for iron beams there should be ob- 
served the additional precaution to leave a 
greater space between the end of the beam and 
the wall, so that the inevitable expansion of the 
beam from fire shall cause no thrust outwards, 
tending to overthrow the walls. It would per- 
| haps be as well if all external walls were held to- 
gether by anchor bolts with external plates, 
which, although not very sightly, yet often tend 
| to hold the wall up when otherwise it would top- 
ple and fall outwards. Of course, if the beams 
are properly cased below with some fire-proof 
material or by some heat-proof method! their ex- 
pansion will be very much less than if they are 
Isft naked to the action of the heat.

Lightning Rods. 


With the advances in practical science, much 
of the mystery and uncertainty attending the 
| use of lightning rods have been done away with, 
| so that now they are indispensable to a building, 
i 

















and when properly applied a good protection to 
it. There are a great number of lightning rods 
in the market, varying in composition, construc- 
| tion and modes of joining. The makers of each 
| endeavor to persuade property holders that in 
their rod only lies complete immunity from 
lightning stroke. As a general principle it may 
be laid down that any system of metallic con- 
nection between the rod and the large reservoirs 
| of water below the first stratum of the earth 
| will, if properly accompanied by a system of 
points above the roof line, give immunity from 
an electric discharge. A metal roof connecting 
| with the water leaders, which in turn connect 
with the iron water or gas mains constitutes, 
when these surfaces are well wetted by the rain 
accompanying a thunder storm, a perfect pro- 
| tection, requiring only that these rods should be 
properly connected, based and pointed. A rod 
is said to protect in a radius about it equal to 
double its height. Thus a rod projecting 10 feet 
above the roof will protect a circle of 40 feet in 
diameter. Where rods are used entirely with 
| out relying on metal roofs or pipes, the rods 
should be properly insulated by glass attach 
| ments from all contact with the external walls 
of the building. Sections of the rod should be 
put together by brazing, by riveting or by well 
fitting screwed joints. There is no use in hav- 
ing a good rod, well placed and well pointed, 
unless the ground connection is perfect. This 
cannot be too strongly insisted upon. The 


greater the cross section and exterior surface of 
a rod the greater its conducting and protecting 
powers,

Where is our happy new year to come from ? 
Where are we to look for any happiness I would 
like to find out ? Only in one direction, and that 
is the speedy kick out of the Brummagem lot. 

The rag market remains quiet and unaltered 
in its general features. Since the speculative 
excitement of last spring, prices during the re- 
mainder of the year have been tolerably uni- 
form. Roughly taken, fine linens and cottons are 
at present 20s. to 30s. per ton higher than at this 
time last year; other qualities about the same. 
The total importation of foreign rags during 1880 
has been about 30,000 tons, or 35 per cent. 
more than during any of the three previous 
years. 

As is usual during the last few weeks of the 
year, few esparto contracts of any magnitude 
have been entered into. Sufficient supplies have 
come forward to meet the requirements of the 
paper makers for the time being, and ware- 
housed , stocks remain of limited extent. The 
extensive employment of steamers in the trade 
now, makes it unnecessary for merchants and 
consumers to keep heavy stocks as was once the 
custom. During the past yearprices have fluct- 
uated considerably: owing to varivus causes 
they were at a high point in the early months, 
but as summer came on they settled down to 
their ordinary level, and at present the usual 
winter pricesrule. The average during 1880 
has been about 7s. 6d. per ton above that of the 
former year, and this notwithstanding the fact 
that the importation and consumption of esparto 
has been more than 10,000 tons in excess of that 
of any former year; the total quantity import- 
ed during 1880 will amount probably to about 
185,000 tons, or 23,000 tons more than were im- 
ported in 1879. In the latter part of last year 
three firms engaged in the esparto trade have 
been compelled to suspend payment; but, on the 
other hand, the Compagnie Franco-Algerienne 
has during the past year entered as a competitor 
for the supply of grass to the British paper 
maker, and from Arzew we have promise of ob- 
taining abundant supplies. 

There has been a well sustained demand for 
wood pulp during the year just gone. There is 
now a larger and a more general demand for 
this article, and prices all round are nearly 20 
per cent. higher than they were at this time 
twelve months ago. 

Chemicals.—As far as can be discerned the 
prospects of the spring are almost established on 
a favorable basis, and a fair amount of activ- 
ity may be looked forward to. Most prices have 
now taken a decided upward course, and where 
this is not actually the case, other than instant 
quotations are dangerous to deal with. Manu 
facturers are firm and disposed to make the very 
most of the position; hence it is impossible for 
buyers to contract at anything near old rates. 
A large trade has been done in bleaching pow 
der, some of it on account of speculation. 
Caustic sodas are in better demand; ash also im- 
proves, though slowly. 

The Papier Zeitung has been very busy going 
for Mr. Pfeffer. I can’t help thinking that Mr. 
Pfeffer, in spite of his going away, is honest, 
and, at any rate, so far, has not been proved to 
be deserving of being called a “‘swindler.” The 
Belgian bankruptcy laws are very stringent, 
and in failures the unfortunate debtor frequent- 
ly finds it convenient to be absent from Belgian 
soil until his affairs are settled. 

I may tell you that I have it on, certainly, very

reliable authority that the amount of liabilities 
of the Belgian firm has been greatly exaggerat- 
ed, and the total will not amount to more than 
probably one-half of the first report. Very few 
rag dealers are involved, as the firm did all of its 
buying for cash. Besides, Pfeffer & Co. returned 
most of the goods entered for the last few days, 
and refused all those at the railway stations.

Holyoke Notes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


HoLoyke Mass., January 20, 1881. 
The Hampden Glazed Paper and Card Com- 
pany is just beginning to start its machinery, 
having been delayed longer than had been cal- 
culated upon by the extensive repairs which the 


Parsons Paper Company has made in the build- | 


ing. But the managers believe they will be all 
the better prepared to begin work, for every 
improvement that has been made has increased 
their conveniences and facilities for turning off 
marketable goods. Only the walls of the old 
Mount Tom mill have been left, and these are 
nearly as substantial as ever and of extra thick- 
ness. The floors and floor timbers are all new, 
and supporting columns have been put in from 
roof to basement. The new concern occupies 
the two upper stories and attic, the enlarged 
building being 135 feet long. A wing has also 
been built at the north end, 25 by 40 feet in size, 
which will be used as a storehouse and color de- 
partment. The product of the factory will com- 
prise all the ordinary varieties of glazed papers 
for ornamental uses, such as box and papeterie 
covering, labels, wrapping paper for druggists 
and others, photographic and lithographic pa- 
per, &c. A principal part of the card product 
will be for the use of photographers. The ma- 
chinery of the works, when fully equipped, will 
consist of three coloring machines, two 30 and 
one 45 inches wide, a dozen or more polishing 
or glazing machines, two friction calenders, four 
cutters, a brushing machine, &c. Including the 
ecard stock, it is expected to handle some two 
tons of paper a day, and to turn out from 150 to 
200 reams. The company was organized last 
October, with Aaron Bogg, of the Parsons Paper 
Company, as president, and George F. Fowler, 
of Agawam, as treasurer. Mr. Fowler is the 
active manager, and has been at work two years 
studying up the business and getting together 
skilled workmen. He has been so successful in 
the latter that every man with whom he has 
started up his factory this week has had at least 
five years’ experience in the same business else- 
where. James McGarrett, the superintendent, 
has seen eighteen years’ of service, having been 
latterly with Colonel Marsh, the successful 
glazed paper manufacturer, of Springfield. 
Mr. Fowler is naturally conservative, and while 
everything about the establishment is of the best, 
there will be no extravagance in the manage- 
ment of the business. The close connection be- 
tween the concern and the Parsons Paper Com- 
pany will give a good opening to a favorable 
market at once. 

The numerous acquaintances of J. C, Parsons, 
the pioneer of paper making in Holyoke, will be 
glad to know that he is enjoying excellent 
health this cold winter. A year ago he was 
hardly expected to be out again, and he has beer 
subject to severe attacks of sickness for some 
years. But, although the winter is his hardest 
season, he is now pretty rugged and attends his 
office at the mill every day. Since his last 
severe illness Mr. Parsons has, however, relaxed 
in some of his life-long business habits, and takes 
more out-door exercise, having purchased a fine 
team of driving horses. It shows how young 
Holyoke and its industries are, to recall ‘he fact 
that, although Mr. Parsons is not quite 67 years 
old, and still an active business man, he built the

FRICTION CALENDERS. 

H. H. F.—Says: “I desire some information in re 
gard to friction calenders. I am aware that they 
are placed upon the drier, and wish to know what 
weight they should be for a 48-inch machine, how 
much faster they should run than the drier upon 
which thy rest, and are they cast solid’ Also, is 
it necessary in straw wrapping to have more than 
one roll? I have ordinary calenders (of two rolls) 
on my machine at present.” 

Ans.—One of our paper-making friends says 
that he would not have supposed that anybody 
would lose time in trying to run friction calen- 
ders. Rolls for friction calenders are the same 
in every respect as ordinary calender rolls, and 
may be of any convenient size and solid or hol- 
low, soft or chilled. If run on top of a drier,which 
should be of cast iron to withstand the pressure, 
the drier and calender rolls, of which there may 
be one or more, as desired, should be driven by 
a belt and shaft for themselves, the same as a 
stack of calenders is. The rolls may be speeded 
by gears to gain, or rub, 1 to 14¢ inches on each 
revolution of the roll. We do not advise the use 
of friction on calenders, nor do we advise calen- 
ders on top of the driers. Paper should be 
thoroughly dried, then softened by means of a 
steam jet or cold water roll,

machine a little, and being at one time bothered 
with irregular speed, applied to the owner of 
the mill for a governor, and received the reply 
that he reckoned the head and hands of the ma- 
chine tender was all the water-wheel governor 
he required. 

On another occasion, a few years ago, I called 
in the machine room of a No. 1 mill. They had 
just started a new wire, and the machine tender 
was checking and rechecking his wire about 
once a minute. Asking him why he did not get 
a wire guide, he asked, ‘‘ What for’ Was it to 
let the machine tender go to sleep *’ I called on 
the foreman of the same mill just ten days later, 
and in showing me around the mill I observed 


| that there had been about six inches torn off

There is talk of building a five engine manilla 
mill near Dayton, O., which, it is said, will cer- 
tainly be built next spring. 

The Quincy (IIL) Daily Whig says: One of the 
notable events in connection with manufactur- 
ing progress is the new paper mill, built by the 
company organized as the Quincy Paper Com- 
pany. It is a very substantial structure, built 
of brick, with heavy stone foundations. The 
boiler room is 35 by 62 feet, contains four large 
boilers, all of which can be used at oue time, or 
one or more to suit convenience. The engine 
room, which is 35 by 38 feet, has one of the 
largest Corliss engines in the Western country. 
The main building, for the heating engine and 
rotary room, is 72 by 67 feet, and is two stories 
above the basement. Finally, there is a machine 
room 32 by 140 feet, and a straw barn on the 
the river bank 40 by 60 feet. All this is in ad- 
dition to the old mill, which alone produced ten 
tons of straw paper and straw board per day; 
and this addition will fully double the capac- 
ity of the mill, making it one of the 
largest in the United States, and will 
furnish employment to probably fifty ad- 
ditional workmen. Great care has been taken 
to utilize all the steam power possible, and to 
avoid as near as may be any handling of the raw 
material by employees. As a consequence, the 
straw is taken from the barn, carried into the 
mill, transferred from one department to an- 
other, is steamed and beaten into pulp, and, 
finally, appears as paper, almost solely by means 
of machinery. The mill is in all respects con- 
venient for the manufacture of this paper, which 
is demanded of the company in greater quanti- 
ties than it could possibly be produced. The 
importance of this manufacture will be under- 
stood when it is stated that the new mill is 
worth $60,000, and that the company will, the 
coming year, expend probably $200,000 in the 
purchase of material and the payment of wages. 
The gentlemen connected with it evidently have 
faith in the future of the city and the success of 
their enterprise in enlarging the mill. 





DOMINION OF CANADA. 

St. Catherines Pulp and Paper Company, St. 
Catherines, P. Q., Canada, has its mill at Mer- 
ritton P. O., Canada, one mile from the Great 
Western Railway. The mill contains two 1,200- 
Ib. engines, two 1,500-Ib. grinders, and is run by 
water power. Its products are straw wrappings 
(2,500 Ibs.), poplar pulp, wet (3,000 Ibs. in 24 
hours), card board and straw board. 


The Lachute paper mills, J. C. Wilson & Co., 
Lachute, Canada, will probably start up about 
the middle of February.

COAL.—The condition of the market for An- 
thracite Coal continues favorable. Saward’s 
Coal Trade Journal says: 
the atmosphere as it is and has been, there is an 
increased consumption of coal, and at the same 
time a decreased output and delivery of the com- 
modity. On this account (and the further fact 
that every one was sure that coal would be 
cheaper in the winter, as usual), the supplies 
that the Anthracite mines are giving us, by 
working only three days in the week, do not 
seem sufficient. Many ports and places are 
either out of coal, or nearly so, and where they 
can supply themselves by rail in any way, at 
any cost, dealers are doing so. This improved 
condition of affairs is due solely to the bitter 
weather that has been experienced, and the in- 
creased demand for coal in the interior. Prices 
are steady, and in the majority of cases sales 
are made at the full list price. We do hear it 
rumored that some scaling of prices is practiced 
by jobbers of coal: they would have more rea-

ments from the mines. This would result in a 
general cutting of rates.” Quotations of Lehigh 
coal at New York shipping points are: Lump, 
$5.25; Egg, $4.40; Stove, $4.45, and Chestnut, $4.

for Stove, and $4.10 for Chestnut.

The membership represents 
the most influential firms interested in the pro- 
tection of trade marks and in the legislation in- 
tended for that purpose; and it is the intention 
of the association this winter to agitate and pro- 
mote such action by the Legislature as shall 
furnish adequate protection to property in trade 
marks, and prescribe sufficient penalties for 
plagiarisms of this class 

In explaining the legal aspects of the subject, 
Orestes Cleveland, the president, observed that 
property in trade marks is protected in all the 


States of the Union under the common law. In | 


Alabama, Arkansas, Colorado, Delaware, Flor- 
ida, Louisiana, Maryland, Minnesota, Mississip- 
pi, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, South Car- 
olina, Texas, Virginia, Vermont, Wisconsin and 
West Virginia no special trade mark legislation 
exists, and yet suits may be maintained in any’ of 
them for damages and to restrain the infringer. 
He remarked that the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States sustaining the decision 
of Judge Dyer that the United States trade mark 
law is unconstitutional, was just beginning to be 
understood by those interested in thesubject. It 


was true that nothing had been gained by na- | 


tional legislation under this decision, but it was 


also true that nothing had been lost by it, and | 


that persons interested in the protection of such 
property were left exactly where they were be- 
fore the law was enacted and interpreted. In the 
meantime, the association has caused to be pre- 
pared and published a compilation of the trade 
mark laws of the various States; a digest 
of treaties, 
cerning trade marks negotiated with foreign 
nations; a transcript of the penal code of the 
State of New York on this subject, and a copy 
of the Trade Mark Registration act now before 
the Senate of the United States, with a view to 
an intelligent discussion of the subject by its 
members in the endeavor now going on to effect 
an equitable and uniform protection of such 
property, not only as a State and national, but 
as an international issue. The general drift of 
Mr. Cleveland’s argument was that the common 
law protection is more adequate and complete 
than that of special statutes. But in order to 
bring the matter fully before the association, he 
suggested that some member should move the 
appointment of a committee to consider the ad- 
visability of applying to the Legislature of the 
State of New York for an act to incorporate the 
United States Trade Mark Association, with 
power to open an office for the registration of 
trade marks, such registration to be invested 
with some legal effect and value. 

F. W. Hurtt, acting upon the suggestion, 
moved a resolution to the foregoing effect, and a 
committee of three—F. W. Hurtt, Charles 
Renauld and Robert Dunlap—was appointed to 
digest a plan of registration to be submitted to 
the Legislature.
